Terrence Rowland-Dow said he 
wouldn’t be alive if he hadn’t 
found e-cigarettes. 

“It saved my life, plain and 
simple. I was (smoking) two 
packs a day and I was dying,” 
he said after he addressed city 
council on Monday. 

Rowland-Dow’s comments 
will help influence the debate as 
councillors moved a step closer 
Tuesday to lumping e-cigarettes 
in with their tobacco counter¬ 
parts — while still remaining 
open to the exemption sought 
by vapers and vape-shop owners. 


City council will still have the 
final say, but members of the 
community-services committee 
passed a recommendation to 
have e-cigarettes regulated just 
like normal cigarettes, banning 
their use in public spaces. 

Rowland-Dow said he has no 
problem with a bylaw that would 
prevent him from vaping in pub¬ 
lic but wants an exemption for 
vape stores, as that’s where he 
found his alternative to smoking. 

“Having this vape-shop exemp¬ 
tion could save many people’s 
lives,” he said. 

Erin Woodford, also an e-ciga¬ 
rette user, said she worries the 
ban will send the wrong message. 

“They immediately think that 
if they’re lumping it with to¬ 
bacco then it must be as bad as 
tobacco,” she said. 

Coun. Biyan Anderson said 
he favours the exemption for 
vape stores. 

“I really do believe that this 
assists smokers in quitting smok¬ 
ing,” he said.

Alberta's fiscal reality 

Just how big a task does the NDP government have ahead, with growth 
pressures and the plummeting price of oil? We break down the challenges.

Alberta’s finance minister says 
the province is on track for a 
record $5.9-billion deficit this 
year, as the oil crunch hits fam¬ 
ines and businesses. 

And Joe Ceci says the worst 
may not be over if low oil prices 
persist and the province con¬ 
tinues in recession. 

“If current conditions con¬ 
tinue, the final deficit will be in 
the range of $6.5 billion,” Ceci 
said Monday as he released first- 
quarter figures for the 2015-16 
fiscal year which began April 1. 

Ceci said the NDP govern¬ 
ment will continue to look for 
efficiencies, but will not engage 
in large-scale layoffs or deep cuts 
to erase the red ink. 

Opposition Wildrose finance 
critic Derek Fildebrandt calcu¬ 
lated the hit to Alberta’s treasury 
is actually $9 billion when $3 
billion drained from the contin¬ 
gency fund and new borrowing 
for capital projects are added in. 

The new estimates reflect 
changes made by the NDP, in¬ 
cluding higher corporate and 
personal taxes, and more than 
a billion dollars in new spend¬ 
ing for health, education and 
social services, the Canadian press

$9.99 electronic textbook 
a boon for students’ finances 


First the University of Alberta’s 
Dino 101 shattered ideas about 
how successful a massive open 
online course could be. 

Now, it’s working to slash 
costs for its students. 

The faculty of science has 
launched its first electronic 
textbook for the wildly popular 
Dino 101 course, an introduc¬ 
tory class studying the history 
of dinosaurs. 

Available as an app for $9.99 
through iTunes and Google 
Play, the textbook is compat¬ 
ible with all mobile devices. 

Hard copy textbooks are usu¬ 
ally around $100, Students’ 
Union vice-president Fahim 
Rahman said. 

“The app is pretty affordable 
in my opinion,” he said. “This 
is beneficial to students be¬ 
cause when you compare that 
to a traditional textbook, it’s 
a great favour to students in 
terms of the financial burden 
that textbooks can often place. 

“We hope this is a broader 
move on campus towards open 
educational resources or other 
ways of delivering affordable 
academic material.” 

The move is in line with 
the U of A “Be Boolcsmart” 


campaign, an effort by the Stu¬ 
dents’ Union’s to increase the 
availability of affordable aca¬ 
demic materials. 

Rahman said more instructors 
are considering free, open educa¬ 
tional resources for students in 
response to increased financial 
constraints students face. 

“I do think more and more 
students are looking at alterna¬ 
tive ways of getting their aca¬ 
demic materials, just because 
of the huge costs associated 
with traditional textbooks,” 
he said. 


The faculty of science is 
planning to produce more 
electronic textbook options 
with some of its introductory 
courses in the future, faculty 
Dean Jonathan Schaeffer said, 
in a news release. 

All profits from the Dino 
101 app will be reinvested in 
paleontological research at 
the U of A. 

“This app is the next step 
for us to share our resources 
with people around the globe,” 
palaeontologist Philip Currie

What would you say if someone 
confided to you they’d been 
sexually assaulted? 

If you’re not sure, you’re not 
alone: Only 15 per cent of Al¬ 
bertans “strongly agree’”they 
know what to say in that situa¬ 
tion, according to a poll by 
Leger Research. 

But experts say a simple “I 
Believe You” can make a world 
of a difference for survivors of 
sexual assault. And that’s what 
a new province-wide public 


awareness campaign is tiying 
to teach Albertans. 

“Sexual assault and its con¬ 
sequences are not something 
we can keep avoiding. It’s an 
all too common crime that is 
often kept secret out of fear 
and shame,” Alberta Sexual 
Assault Service CEO Deb Tom¬ 
linson said. 

“But we can change the 
numbers by understanding 
the power of a consistently 
positive and simple response.” 

The group has partnered 
with six post-secondaiy insti¬ 
tutions, six government minis¬ 
tries, 12 sexual assault centres 
and numerous not-for-profit 
organizations across Alberta to 
spread the provincially fund¬ 
ed campaign’s “I Believe You” 
message. 

A positive response is one 
of the most effective ways of 
encouraging survivors to re¬ 
port their assault, Tomlinson 
said. Currently, an estimated 


97 per cent of sexual assaults 
go unreported. 

MacEwan University 
president David Atkinson said 
the school’s participation in 
the I Believe You campaign will 
offer another way for surviv¬ 
ors to speak up, seek justice 
and heal. 

“The simplicity of the state¬ 
ment reminds us how easy it is 
for each of us to contribute to 
creating a culture of respect, 
dignity and equality,” he said. 

Tomlinson said that offering 
a positive response to a survivor 
is also a form of prevention — 
survivors who received sup¬ 
port immediately after speaking 
about their assault are much 
more likely to get help. 

“Just listen and believe 
them,” Tomlinson said. “Sup¬ 
port and validate them, and 
then ask if you can connect 
them to some resources. It’s 
really simple. Just use your 
heart.”

Council still seeking info 
on church proposal 

City councillors want 
more information on a 
proposal to turn a south- 
side church into a com¬ 
munity centre, even as 
its own administration 
recommends they not 
do it.

Centre hopes to turn its 
1,000-seat mega church 
into a community centre. 
The church was forced to 
sell its land in 2015 after 
a troubled financial deal 
it signed onto in 2008 
and now pays rent to a 
developer. The developer 
is on board with the pro¬ 
posed community centre, 
which would allow the 
church to stay as tenants. 
The city would help pay 
a share of the proposed 
$8.3 million in upgrades 
to the facility and for up to 
a 20-year lease.

Coyotes are creeping into the 
city in ever larger numbers, 
and city councillors are look¬ 
ing to boost efforts to deal 
with them. 

The city got 3,600 com¬ 


plaints about coyotes in 2013, 
4,000 in 2014 and is on track 
to see as many as 5,000 this 
year. 

On Monday, councillors 
passed two motions asking 
its administration to draft 
budgets that add money to 
animal control and public 
education efforts. 

Community Standards 
Branch Manager David Ait- 
lcen said the city’s coyote- 
control staff are currently 
concentrated in the river 
valley, but the department 
is finding coyotes moving 
deeper into the city.

“When there are com¬ 
plaints above the river val¬ 
ley, and we’re getting more 


and more of them, we have 
to stretch resources,” he said. 

Aitlcen said the city both 
traps and kills the animals 
depending on the situation. 

New staff would allow 
them to dedicate people to 
complaints outside of the 
valley. 

Coun. Michael Walters, 
who first raised the issue, 
said the coyote complaints 
aren’t surprising. 

Administration didn’t say 
exactly what the costs of the 
new positions would be, but 
a full business case will come 
back to council in November. 


TRANSIT 

Buses 
add late 
night 
service 


People leaving clubs, pubs or 
late-night shifts will now have 
a transit option to consider 
versus taxis and Uber, as the 
city is rolling out late-night 
bus service Sept. 6. 

“It’s about time that a city 
of our size actually has a ser¬ 
vice like this,” said Coun. 
Andrew Knack when he an¬ 
nounced the new service 
Monday. 

Knack said the new Late 
Night Owl Bus Service will 
address a well-known need 
in the city by offering bus 
service until 3 a.m. 

Currently, bus service in Ed¬ 
monton ends around 1:30 a.m. 

Knack said the extra two 
hours gives people “the op¬ 
portunity to get to and from 
where they want to go and 
not have to rely on the other 
types of transportation.” 

Angela Turner with the 
city’s responsible hospital¬ 
ity department said the new 
service would build on the 
2012 “night ride” pilot, which 
was “extremely successful” 
while running from Whyte 
Avenue to the Southgate Tran¬ 
sit Centre. 

The night-ride pilot, which 
operated for 15 weekends 
between Jan. 6 and April 
14, 2012, had almost 2,000 
people partake and, as Turner 
said, “(make) the responsible

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NDP leader has 
$4oMpIanto 
curb violence 
against women 

NDP Leader Tom Mulcair un¬ 
veiled $40 million in new meas¬ 
ures Monday aimed at curb¬ 
ing violence against women 
as he promised to undo what 
he called an “underlying atti¬ 
tude of racism” that he says has 
prevented a national inquiry 
into violence against aborig¬ 
inal women. 

Mulcair made his pitch in 
Saskatchewan, a province with 
one of the highest rates of vio¬ 
lence against women, where 
he said he would repair the 
federal government’s relation¬ 
ship with indigenous women. 

“Now, I say this to every 
mother, to every daughter, 
to every sister, that it’s time 
you had a prime minister who 
cares,” Mulcair said in Saska¬ 
toon. 

Mulcair committed to re¬ 
store a shelter-enhancement 
program scrapped by the Con¬ 
servative government, saying it 
would have sufficient funding 
to ensure no woman in need 
is turned away from a shelter. 

“In April 2014, on just one 
night, 338 women and 201 
children fleeing violence were 
turned away from shelters be¬ 
cause there weren’t enough 
spaces,” he said. 

“That’s unacceptable in a 
country like Canada.” 

He also vowed to work with 
women’s groups, indigenous 
peoples, communities and or¬ 
ganizations to create a national 
action plan to end violence 
against women and girls, with 


dedicated funding and bench¬ 
marks for progress. 

That’s on top of Mulcair’s 
previous commitment to call 
an inquiiy into the nearly 1,200 
aboriginal women who have 
vanished or been murdered 
since 1980. He said he would 
launch the inquiiy within his 
first 100 days in office. 


“If there still hasn’t been 
an inquiiy today, to this date, 
on murdered and missing in¬ 
digenous women in Canada, 
it’s because of an underlying 
attitude of racism,” he later 
added. “We’re going to change 
that attitude.” 

Campaigning in Ottawa, 
Conservative Leader Stephen 


Harper said his government 
has implemented a series of 
initiatives to improve safety 
for aboriginal women, includ¬ 
ing giving police more inves¬ 
tigative tools and providing 
more money for prevention 
services. 

“We also brought in a series 
of criminal justice reforms to 
make sure there are serious 
penalties for those who commit 
violence against women, ob¬ 
viously commit violence more 
generally,” Harper said. 

A report in Januaiy from the 
Inter-American Commission 
on Human Rights, an arm of 
the Organization of American 
States, said aboriginal women 
in Canada are murdered or 
disappear at a rate four times 
higher than their representa¬ 
tion in the population.

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Tories a no-show 
for meeting—again

After no Conservative candi¬ 
dates showed up to a meeting 
with Ottawa’s mayor last week, 
nearly all of them skipped the 
do-over Monday morning — 
opting instead to attend a Ste¬ 
phen Harper rally a few blocks 
away. 

Only two of nine local Con¬ 
servative candidates — Dev Bal- 
kissoon and Pierre Poilievre — 
showed up to the mayor’s office 
for the rescheduled meeting. 

“It’s a very busy 
time on the cam¬ 
paign trail. I was 
happy to be able 
to make it here to¬ 
day,” Poilievre said 
after the meeting 
when asked about 
his colleagues’ ab¬ 
sence. 

“I think some 
of them were with the prime 
minister today, and under¬ 
standably so.” 

Mayor Jim Watson has in¬ 
vited candidates from all par¬ 


ties to meetings about matters 
important to the city, such as 
economic development, tran¬ 
sit and affordable housing. All 
local Green and Liberal candi¬ 
dates attended their briefings, 
while the NDP’s is scheduled 
for Thursday. 

The Conservative meeting had 
been rescheduled to Monday 
morning after no Toiy candidates 
showed for the original meeting 
last Tuesday. Poilievre told Wat¬ 
son at the time that there was 
confusion about the date. 

Poilievre’s office suggested 
Monday as a reschedule date, 
and the mayor’s office agreed. 

“Mayor Wat¬ 
son would have 
liked to have 
seen more 
candidates in 
attendance to 
learn about 
these import¬ 
ant issues but 
he recognizes 
that time is 
short in a campaign and there 
is always competition for a 
candidate’s time,” the mayor’s 
spokesman, Brook Simpson, 
said in a statement.

INTOLERANCE 

Attack is the 
third on foes 
of religious 
superstition 

Following a knock at his front 
door, an Indian scholar greeted 
two unidentified visitors and 
was shot in the head and chest, 
becoming the third critic of re¬ 
ligious superstition to be killed 
in the country in three years. 


The attack on Malleshappa 
M. Kalburgi sent a chill through 
Indian civil society, stoking 
worries about religious ex¬ 
tremism and intolerance and 
prompting an outpouring of 
condemnation, as the 77-year- 
old author and academic was 
cremated Monday in his home¬ 
town of Dharwad, in the south¬ 
ern Indian state of Karnataka. 

Authorities are searching for 
two men who according to Kal¬ 
burgi’s daughter arrived on a 
motorcycle at their home Sun¬ 
day, knocked on the door and

fired two shots that killed her 
father, said Insp. S.S. Hiremath. 

Police are investigating 
whether Kalburgi’s murder is 
connected to death threats he 
received last year from angiy 


right-wing Hindu groups after 
he criticized idol worship and 
superstitious beliefs by Hindus. 
He was provided police secur¬ 
ity after the threats, but it was 
removed about two weeks ago 
at the scholar’s request, po¬ 
lice said. 

The attack was widely con¬ 
demned. 

“Eveiyone has the right to 
express his opinion,” actor and 
director Girish Karnad said. “If 
this grows in Karnataka, we 
are in trouble.” 

Columnist Nitin Pai, who 


founded a think-tank in the 
southern city of Bangalore, 
said on Twitter that he was 
“shocked at the murder of M.M. 
Kalburgi. Disgusted that his 
killers have apologists among 
us.” 

India has long held secular¬ 
ism to be a keystone of its con¬ 
stitution — and a necessity for 
keeping the peace among its 
cacophony of cultures defined 
by caste, clan, tribe or religion, 
including Islam, Christianity, 
Judaism, Hinduism, Sikhism, 
Jainism and Buddhism. 


Earlier this year, unknown 
attackers gunned down an¬ 
other anti-superstition crusad¬ 
er, Indian writer and commun¬ 
ist politician Govind Pansare, 
as he and his wife were taking 
a walk in western Maharash¬ 
tra state. 

In another daytime attack 
in 2013, two assailants gunned 
down Narendra Dabhollcar, a 
68-year-old doctor-turned-ac¬ 
tivist, while he was out for a 
walk in the Maharashtra city 
of Pune, near Mumbai.

UKRAINE 

Police officer killed by grenade at nationalist protest in Kyiv 


A grenade exploded outside 
Ukraine’s parliament during 
a nationalist protest against a 
vote to give greater powers to 
separatist regions in the east, 
killing one police officer and 
injuring more than 100, the 
interior ministry said. 

The clashes marked the 
worst outburst of violence 
in the capital since the gov¬ 
ernment took power in Feb¬ 
ruary 2014. 

The decentralization of 
power was a condition of a 
truce signed in Minsk in Feb¬ 


ruary aimed at ending the 
fighting between Ukrainian 
government troops and Rus¬ 
sia-backed separatists that 
has left more than 6,800 dead 
since April 2014. But some 
Ukrainians oppose changing 
the constitution, saying it 
would threaten the country’s 
sovereignty and independ¬ 
ence. 

In a televised address, 
Ukrainian President Petro 
Poroshenlco called the bill, 
which was adopted on Mon¬ 
day, “a difficult but a logical

sisted it wouldn’t give any 
autonomy to the rebels. 


No injuries were immedi¬ 
ately reported among several 
hundred protesters, including 
100 die-hard activists, most 
of whom were members of 
Svoboda, a nationalist party 
that holds only a handful of 
seats in parliament. The pro¬ 
testers were carrying sticks 
and truncheons, and some 
were masked. 

Interior Minister Arsen 
Avakov said that about 30 
people have been detained, 
including the person who 
threw the grenade. Avakov 


identified the grenade thrower 
as a Svoboda member who 
fought in the east in one of the 
volunteer battalions, which 
are loosely controlled by the 
government. 

Poroshenko described the 
clashes outside the parlia¬ 
ment as an attack on him and 
pledged to prosecute “all polit¬ 
ical leaders” who were behind 
the clashes. 

“There’s no other way to de¬ 
scribe what occurred outside 
the Rada other than a stab in 
the back,” he said. 


A total of 265 deputies in 
the 450-seat parliament gave 
preliminary approval Monday 
to the changes proposed by 
President Poroshenko. Three 
parties that are part of the 
majority coalition in parlia¬ 
ment, however, opposed the 
constitutional changes. 

A final vote on the consti¬ 
tutional changes will be held 
during parliament’s fall ses¬ 
sion, which begins on Tues¬ 
day. No specific date has yet 
been set.

Android 
smartwatches 
now connect 
to iPhones 

Google is introducing an ap¬ 
plication that will connect 
Android smartwatches with 
Apple’s iPhone, escalating the 
rivals’ battle to strap their tech¬ 
nology on people’s wrists. 

The move thrusts Google on 
to Apple’s turf in an attempt 
to boost the lacklustre sales of 
watches running on its Android 
Wear software. The program 
uniting the devices running 
on different operating systems 
is being released Monday in 
Apple’s app store. 

Until now, Android watches 
worked only with smartphones 
powered by Android software, 
just as the Apple Watch is de¬ 
signed to be tethered exclu¬ 
sively to the iPhone. 

Google’s new app, though, 
will enable the latest Android 
watches to link with the iPhone 
so people can quickly glance 
at their wrists for directions,

The upcoming Android 
watches that will work with 
the iPhone include the Asus 
ZenWatch 2 and the Huawei 
Watch.

TD is forecasting economic 
growth in the two to 2.5 per 
cent range in the third quar¬ 
ter — more optimistic than 
the Bank of Canada’s 1.5 per 
cent prediction for the three- 
month period. 

Capital Economics econo¬ 
mist David Madani says he an¬ 
ticipates growth in the third 
quarter to be “unspectacular.”

Why is infrastructure an election issue? 


Liberal Leader Justin Trudeau 
set tongues wagging when 
he announced his party's 
plans to run three years of 
"modest" deficits to fund a 
$125-billion infrastructure¬ 
spending spree. He says that 
will work out to a $10-billion 
shortfall each year, with a 
return to a balanced budget 
in 2019-2020. 

Conservative Leader 
Stephen Harper instantly 
threw Trudeau's famous line 
from last year ("The budget 
will balance itself") back in 
the Liberal Leader's face. 

NDP Leader Thomas Mulcair 
reiterated his party's commit¬ 
ment to a balanced budget, 
which Trudeau claims will 
require spending cuts no 
matter which way the books 
are sliced and diced. But 
what would an infrastructure 
infusion really mean for 
Canada? Here are answers 
to a few common questions. 


What exactly is infrastruc¬ 
ture, anyways? 

That's a matter of debate. 
Most people think of infra¬ 
structure as public works: 
roads, bridges, transit — 
things that improve economic 
productivity. But the Liberal 
plan also includes "social infra¬ 
structure," such as seniors' 
centres and housing projects. 
How badly do we need an 
infrastructure boost? 

The Federation of Canadian 
Municipalities says cities and 
towns around the country are 
facing a $123-billion gap 
between their infra¬ 
structure needs and 
their resources. 

Either 



the difference will have to be 
made up by other levels of 
government, or communities 
will need to do without. 

Does infrastructure really 
help perk up the economy? 
Trudeau says his plan is de¬ 
signed to "create growth," and 
according to the FCM, each 
dollar invested in public works 
generates an extra $1.20 
in yearly GDP growth. 

That's why infrastruc¬ 
ture development is 
often part of stimulus 
projects de¬ 
signed 
to 

help the 
economy 
bounce 
back from 
a downturn 
— usually 
worse than 
the slump 
we're in. 

The efficacy 


of this is hotly 
debated. Examples 
are the New Deal 
in the 1930s U.S., . | 

and the Harper 
government's 
post-2008 Economic 
Action Plan, which at 
$63 billion, is dwarfed by 
the Liberals' proposal. 

What are other parties 
promising? 

NDP: Work 
up to an extra 
$1.5 billion 
per year in 
infrastructure, 
plus $1.3 billion for 
transit. Tories: An 
$80-billion, 10-year I 
plan: $5.3 billion 
per year, plus $250 
million for transit (to] 
increase to $1 bil¬ 
lion by 2019), $150 
million in projects 
marking Canada's 
150th birthday.

Waiting for the city 
brass to do their part 



Tiy this: Ask someone in Ed¬ 
monton about public transpor¬ 
tation and leadership. 

It’s a sobering exercise. 

No one will mention city 
manager Simon Farbrother’s 
“leadership” in nominating 
himself responsible for the 
botched Metro LRT. 

No one will mention a trans¬ 
portation department with 
many car-commuting bureau¬ 
crats who live in bedroom 
communities, yet preside over 
a transit system they don’t use 
and, consequently, aren’t as in¬ 
vested in as those who do. 

No one will praise deci¬ 
sions to spend more removing 
nascent bike lanes than what 
those lanes cost to install. 

And you’ll find no one who 
describes the city’s battle over 
the interpretation of statistics 
it provided to cycling activist 
Conrad Norbert recently about 


injuries sustained by cyclists 
and pedestrians on or near 
Whyte Avenue as noble. 

The city does not consider 
injuries treated on-site by 
an ambulance or in an ER 
“serious.” Concussions open 
wounds stitched closed are 
actually “minor.” Norbert dis¬ 
agrees — as the cyclists and 
pedestrians who’ve been in¬ 
jured likely would. 

Instead, when you ask about 
transit and leadership, you 
hear skepticism about wheth¬ 
er our city council has the will 
to make better outcomes hap¬ 
pen. Sad, as the other side has 
got it right. 

Call for something better 
in Edmonton, and you’ll be 
told to get involved — because 
transit, cycling and pedestrian 
infrastructure won’t change 
unless government feels pres¬ 
sure “from below.” 

So, you’re told to provide 
feedback to the Queen Eliza¬ 
beth-106 Street initiative, or 
join Norbert’s Reboot Whyte 
campaign, or join the myr¬ 
iad other groups pushing for 


something better. 

A cynic could point out, 
however, that if there was 
less ‘us versus them’ inside 
our city’s decision machine, 
there’d be less “us versus 
them” on our streets. 

Behind the scenes, in the 
auditor’s report on the Metro 
Line delays, it’s clear that Ed¬ 
monton’s bureaucratic culture 
is going to be changed, and 
radically. This is a good thing: 
Better accountability, a greater 
willingness to explore “crazy” 
ideas (like safer streets for 
everyone) are all great. 

But will the public ever be 
confident that we’ll start get¬ 
ting the decisions, actions and 
leadership we need? 

In Toronto, Andy Byford and 
Jennifer Keesmaat, the CEO of 
the TTC and chief city planner, 
respectively, are prominent ad¬ 
vocates of transit. But they go 
one better: They actually take 
public transit to work. They’re 
the public face of the system’s 
accountability. We don’t have 
that in Edmonton. 

And why isn’t there pres¬ 


sure for policy-makers to 
live their politics? To live in 
Edmonton (rather than St. Al¬ 
bert), or ride a bike or an LRT? 
Meanwhile, the progressives 
in the bureaucracy are either 
kept under wraps or become 
frustrated and leave. 

How can the push from 
below help when it’s continu¬ 
ally met with a lack of en¬ 
thusiasm from above? Groups 
with ideas get messages from 
bureaucrats, that their pro¬ 
posals won’t work because of 
bylaw x, or rule y? That’s basic¬ 
ally saying, “Lower your ex¬ 
pectations. This is Edmonton.” 

Perhaps it’s time for more 
of Edmonton council and ad¬ 
ministration to live in the city 
and get onto a street, a bus, a 
train or a bike and have a look 
and listen to what’s happen¬ 
ing in the city. Edmonton’s 
grassroots are already doing 
their part.

She's the first aboriginal 
woman to win this crown. She 
might be the first aboriginal 
beauty queen you've heard 
of. She brought the artistry 
of a round dance song and a 
traditional jingle dress to the 
contest. There would be, she 
said, no "Pocahottie." 

Of course, Burnham is 
stunning, with angled, almond 
eyes, full lips and long dark 
hair. She reportedly lost 45 
pounds for the pageant, 
and in swimsuit photos she's 
sculpted and strong. For her 
coronation, she wore a plun- 
ging-V-neck, seafoam-green 
gown — and it was fabulous. 

I'd love Burnham to find an 
audience without compet¬ 
ing for a panel of judges. But 
I strain to imagine how else 
she might trend higher on 
Instagram than Kanye West's 
2020 presidential bid. And 
while indigenous Canada al¬ 
ready knew her, she's meeting 
the rest of us because she's a 
newly crowned beauty queen. 

Mostly, I have little more 
than disdain for the women 
who subject themselves to 
the female equivalent of a dog 
show. 

But I respect Burnham. 

She makes a poor source for 
pageant blooper reels, and a 
champion hard to ignore.

Richer women 
less likely to 
act on same- 
sex attraction, 
study claims 

It’s been suggested in the past 
that women may be more likely 
to be bisexual than men, and 
a new study reveals that so¬ 
cial status might play a role in 
whether or not a woman will 
veer from heterosexual dating. 

Being physically attractive 
and highly educated makes 
women more likely to identify 
themselves as being 100 per 
cent heterosexual, according 
to the study. 

“Women who are initially suc¬ 
cessful in partnering with men, 
as is more traditionally expected, 
may never explore their attrac¬ 
tion to other women,” says study 
author Elizabeth Aura McClin- 
toclc of the University of Notre 
Dame in the U.S. 

“However, women with the 
same sexual attractions, but less 
favourable heterosexual options 
might have greater opportunity 
to experiment with same-sex 
partners.” 

She adds that women who 
act on their homosexual desires 
are more likely to identify them¬ 
selves as someone who swings 
both ways. 

Working with data from the

• Higher education levels

National Longitudinal Study of 
Adolescent to Adult Health (Add 
Health), McClintock traced the 
love lives of 5,018 women and 
4,191 men. 

She limited her sample to the 
first, third and fourth waves of 
the report, which were defined 
by the period of time in which 
they were collected: The first 
taken from 1994-1995, the third 
from 2001-2002 and fourth from 
2007-2008. 

Participants in the first wave 
averaged 16 years of age, 22 in 
the third and 28 in the fourth 
and nobody was asked to iden¬ 
tify their sexuality until the 
third wave. 

First, she confirmed existing 
research that indicates women 
are more likely than men to de¬ 


scribe themselves as bisexual, 
whereas men tend to choose 
one side or another. 

Changing one’s sexual iden¬ 
tity over time was three times 
more likely for women than for 
men, according to the study. 

Physically attractive, highly 
educated women were more 
likely than others in the third 
and fourth waves to report be¬ 
ing 100 per cent heterosexual, 
yet those who had had a child 
by the third were less likely to 
describe themselves as such. 

This was in line with McClin¬ 
tock’s hypothesis that avoiding 
young motherhood was another 
aspect of how social status fa¬ 
cilitates a hetero-conformist 
identity. 

Women who were not moth¬ 
ers at a young age likely had 
more ease of honing successful 
romances, she says. 

“Women with some degree 
of attraction to both males and 
females might be drawn into 
heterosexuality if they have fa¬ 
vourable options in the hetero¬ 
sexual partner market,” says 
McClintock. 

The study, which has impli¬ 
cations for sexual identity as a 
social construct, was presented 
at the 110th Annual Meeting of 
the American Sociological Asso¬ 
ciation last month in Chicago. 

A 2013 study published in 
the journal Evolutionary Psych¬ 
ology concluded that women 
are more likely than men to be 
bisexual, afp

A global survey of more than 
3,000 people suggests health 
care could be at a turning 
point to cater to millennials. 
This year, the millenials 
overtook Baby Boomers as 
the largest living genera¬ 
tion and they approach their 
health differently from their 
parents. 

Social networking,

One key finding is that 70 
per cent of millennials select 
their doctors based on refer¬ 
rals from family and friends. 


whereas only 41 per cent of 
those over age 65 do so. 

What’s more, 51 per cent 
of patients over the age of 
65 express dissatisfaction 
with their care directly to 
their doctors, whereas 60 
per cent of millennials shout 
out their unsatisfactory ex¬ 
periences with health care 
to their friends. 

Unlikely to hear from mil¬ 
lennials directly, providers 
face a new challenge with 
them, for the survey also 
revealed this generation is 
likely to trust feedback from 


their social networks. 

It's becoming digital 

Not surprisingly, the survey 
revealed that millennials are 
also more likely to seek out 


health care information on¬ 
line, with more than 54 per 
cent reportedly doing so be¬ 
fore even seeing a doctor. 

“When I needed to find a 
new physician, I looked for a 


doctor within my insurance 
network and then turned to 
online reviews,” says 25-year- 
old patient Kay Zimmermann. 

“Based on the comments, 
I ruled out several doctors, 
including one I was originally 
considering because someone 
mentioned they felt rushed 
and treated like a paycheque 
during their appointment.” 

Like restaurants, movies 
and other products, health 
care will find itself having 
to adjust to customers’ new¬ 
found appreciation for digital 
reviews, easily accessible on¬ 


line, and cater accordingly, 
according to the survey. 

“These are informed health 
care consumers who, if 
they feel rushed, are likely 
to share criticism online,” 
says Dr. Tony Oliva of Nuance 
Communications, who con¬ 
ducted the survey. 

“Health care organizations 
need to find ways to help 
physicians optimize time 
spent with their patients and 
to protect their reputations.” 

Spending more time with 
patients is one strategy, ac¬ 
cording to Nuance, afp

PICKING UP LARSSON'S MANTLE 

Author of new Millennium book haunted by spectre of Salander 


When author and journalist 
Stieg Larsson died of a heart 
attack in 2004, his fantasies of 
literaiy success were fated to 
go unrealized in his lifetime. 
Larsson had recently found a 
publisher for his Millennium 
trilogy of crime novels, which 
followed the exploits of a deep¬ 
ly disturbed but brilliant and 
morally upright hacker named 
Lisbeth Salander. He hoped to 
earn enough from their publica¬ 
tion to take up fiction full time. 

The 2005 publication of Men 
Who Hate Women (retitled The 
Girl with the Dragon Tattoo 
for the English translation), 
the first of Larsson’s trilogy, 
changed the course of crime 
fiction. The trilogy went on to 
sell over 80 million copies and 
spawned four movie adapta¬ 
tions, surpassing Larsson’s mod¬ 
est dreams of full-time author- 
hood hundreds of times over.

A decade after the publica¬ 
tion of The Girl with the Dragon 
Tattoo, Larsson’s publisher has 
pulled off the unlikely feat of 
releasing a new Lisbeth Saland¬ 
er novel, The Girl in the Spi¬ 
der’s Web. 

The novel was commissioned 
and written under a veil of se¬ 
crecy and intrigue the series’ 
creator would no doubt have 
found amusing. 

David Lagercrantz, a novelist, 
biographer and former crime re¬ 
porter, was chosen by Larsson’s 
publisher and literaiy estate to 
continue the Millennium series. 

Known outside of Sweden 
for ghostwriting the bestselling 
autobiography of soccer icon 
Zlatan Ibrahimovic, Lagercrantz 
was shocked when Larsson’s 
publisher approached him. 

“I didn’t believe them at 
first,” Lagercrantz says, speak¬ 
ing from his home in Stock¬ 


holm. “But my agent, the 
publisher and the estate saw 
certain patterns in my writing 
and thought I would be perfect. 
I’ve always been interested in 
geniuses like Salander who so¬ 
ciety has treated badly and who 
have fought back.” 

Lagercrantz wasn’t sure if he 
was up to the task of getting 
inside the mind of Salander, a 
heroine whose off-the-charts 
IQ, computer savvy and lust for 
righteous, retributive violence 
have made her a pop-culture 
icon. “I was terrified that people 
would say to me that I couldn’t 
live up to the original books,” 
he admits. 

“But the terror made me a 
better writer.” 

Still, the spectre of Salander 
haunted him. “I had so much 
trouble with her because I put 
too much emotion into the 
character," he explains. 


“It didn’t suit her — you had 
to feel her anger between the 
lines.” 

Inspiration came from an 
unlikely source: re watching 
Christopher Nolan’s Batman 
trilogy. 

“I realized that what’s fas¬ 
cinating about Salander is that, 
like any superhero, she has this 
great mythology. She grew up 
with a mother being raped and 
abused by an evil father, who is 
protected by the security forces, 
and she learns that she has to 
take revenge herself.” 

The result is a thoroughly 
modem, unapologetically angry 
heroine. 

“There are certain charac¬ 
ters that we have to go back 
to so that we can understand 
them. We will go back to Lis¬ 
beth Salander for ages,” says 
Lagercrantz.

NEUROTICISM 

Being sensitive 
lights up 
imagination, 
authors posit

Misery doesn’t just love com¬ 
pany, it also inspires much of the 
art you enjoy. That link could be 
even stronger than we thought. 

What psychologists call “neur¬ 
otic unhappiness” and creativity 
have long known to be linked, 
though instead of Kurt Cobain, 
researchers at King’s College 
London singled out physicist 
Isaac Newton, who got caught 
up in his anxieties both about 
the natural world and his own 
childhood. 

Their theoiy posits that the 
same part of the brain that’s 
responsible for “self-generated 
thought” (read: jokes, lyrics, eur¬ 
eka moments) is highly active in 
neurotic people, whose brains 
turn possibilities into highlight 
reels of anxiety-fuelled night¬ 
mares. Creativity and misery are 
not just good friends — they’re 
roommates. 

The most commonly cited ex¬ 
planation for neuroticism is that 
these people are more sensitive 
to threat, according to the work 
of British psychologist Jeffrey 
Gray in the 1970s. He noticed 
that rodents taking anti-anxiety 
medication were less sensitive 
to punishment, while it helped 
relax his human patients, even 
making them more cheerful. 

“Gray had a useful and logic¬ 
al theory, but the problem is 
that it doesn’t account for the 
full spectrum of neuroticism 
— it’s pretty difficult to explain 
neuroticism in terms of magni¬ 
fied threat perception because 


high scorers often feel unhappy 
in situations where there is no 
threat at all,” says personality 
researcher Adam Perkins, who 
writes about the theory in the 
most recent issue of Cell. 

“The second problem is, 
there’s literature showing neur¬ 
oticism scores are positively cor¬ 
related with creativity; and so

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why should having a magnified 
view of threat objects make you 
good at coming up with new 
ideas?” 

The aha moment for Perkins 
came while listening to a lecture 
on daydreaming by University 
of York psychologist Jonathan 
Smallwood. MRIs of neurotic 
patients showed greater activity 
in the prefrontal cortex when 
they had a negative thought — 
the same part of the brain that 
processes threat cues. Basically, 
neurotic people react biologically 
to an imaginaiy threat. 

“This could mean that for 
specific neural reasons, high 
scorers on neuroticism have a 
highly active imagination, which 
acts as a built-in threat gener¬ 
ator,” Perkins says. 

Overthinking can also explain 
the link to the positive aspects 
of being neurotic, which is often 
extraordinaiy creativity. While 
Malcolm Gladwell’s 10,000 hour 
rule for perfecting a skill is in 
dispute, the effects of long-term 
practice — or, in the case of 
creativity, thinking about an 
idea much longer than anyone 
else, revealing new and interest¬ 
ing angles — is not. 

“We’re still a long way off 
from fully explaining neuroti¬ 
cism, and we’re not offering all 
of the answers,” Perkins says, 
“but we hope that our new 
theoiy will help people make 
sense of their own experiences 
and show that although being 
highly neurotic is by definition 
unpleasant, it also has creative 
benefits.” 


PSYCHOLOGY 

Research says teen goths more depressed, should be monitored 


Teenagers who identify as 
goths, a subculture known for 
its members’ black clothes and 
makeup, have a three times 
higher risk of depression than 
non-goth peers, researchers 
said Friday. 

But they could not be sure 
whether it was a case of depres¬ 
sion leading kids to join this 
particular subgroup, or being 
caused by it. 

“Our study does not show 


that being a goth causes depres¬ 
sion or self-harm, but rather 
that some young goths are more 
vulnerable to developing these 
conditions,” said the study’s 
lead author Lucy Bowes from 
the University of Oxford. 

In a years-long study of over 
2,300 British teens, Bowes and 
a team found that 15-year-olds 
who identified veiy strongly 
with the goth subculture were 
three times more likely than 


their non-goth peers to be clin¬ 
ically depressed by age 18. 

They were also five times 
more likely to physically harm 
themselves, the researchers re¬ 
ported in The Lancet Psychiatiy. 

Tit was possible, the team 
said, that “peer contagion” 
within the goth subculture was 
responsible for the link, but it 
could also be that the group at¬ 
tracted already depressed social 
outcasts. 


“Teenagers who are suscept¬ 
ible to depression or with a 
tendency to self-harm may be 
attracted to the goth subcul¬ 
ture which is known to em¬ 
brace marginalized individuals,” 
said co-author Rebecca Pearson 
from the University of Bristol 
in Britain. 

Teenage goths should be 
closely monitored, the auth¬ 
ors said, so that those at risk 
can be offered support, afp

pants were asked to what 
extent they identified with 
a variety of subcultures, 
including "sporty," popu¬ 
lar," "skaters," "loners," and 
"bimbos."

“I love Canada,” says Mountain 
Men star Chace Crawford.
